Former President Truman 
forecast this amount during 
his Administration and put the 
time of its attainment in the 
early 1960s.

The current 
figures of 440 billion dollars a 
year for the third quarter of 
1958, up 11 billion dollars from 
the second quarter, is in cur- 
rent or inflated dollars. The 
record, attained in 1957, was 
slightly more than a 445 bil- 
lion-dollar yearly rate. 

The other questions, which 
the President handled in his 
press conference manner, 
covered such topics as the 
prospects for peace, civil rights, 
the free enterprise system, 
government economy, federal 
aid to education and the Eisen- 
hower grandchildren. His views 
on these topics have been 
given many times and he had 
no difficulty in answering 
fluently. 

Asked how important he con- 
sidered the election of a Re- 
publican Congress next month, 
he said he would make “the 
most eloquent speech I know 
on that tonight.” 

Even though Truman within 
the last 24 hours had. accused 
him of having surrendered to 
the Chinese Communists in Ko- 
rea in 1952, Mr. Eisenhower

AIR FORCE C-47 CRASHES 
IN PENNSYLVANIA, 6 KILLED 


Hits 


Twin-Engine Plane 
Mountain Top Near 
Harrisburg. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 22 
AP) — An Air Force C-47 
crashed and exploded on a 970- 
foot mountain three miles south 
of Harrisburg today, killing six 
Air Force personnel. 

The twin-engine craft 

crashed into the densely 
wooded mountain top and dug 
a furrow through trees for 
about 150 feet before it flipped 
over and began to burn. 
- Rescue crews from Olmsted 
Air Force base, the destination 
of the craft, spent almost two 
hours getting the blaze under 
control and recovering the 
bodies. All of the bodies were 
burned in the crash. 

The Air Force withheld 
identification of the victims 
pending notification of next of 
kin.

MAJ. EISENHOWER 
AGAIN ASSIGNED 
TO WHITE HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 
(UPI)—Maj. John Eisenhower, 
the President’s son, is begin- 
ning his third tour of duty at 
the White House. 

Young Eisenhower will help 
Brig. Gen. Andrew J. Goodpas- 
ter, the President’s staff secre- 
tary, on liaison activities con- 
nected with national security. 

He served in the same ca- 
pacity twice before—in 1954 
and again last year before 
starting a tour of duty at the 
Pentagon, where he was with 
the joint war plans division, 
office of the deputy chief of 
military operations.

G.O.P. to Offer Bill to Crack 
Down on Bombing. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 
(UPP—A group of 20 Reépub- 
lican Senators and senatorial 
candidates have pledged to co- 
sponsor legislation to make it a 
federal crime to bomb schools, 
churches and synagogues. 
Representative Hugh Scott 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, a candi- 
date for the Senate, announced 
last night that the other Re- 
publicans had agreed to co- 
sponsor the legislation when 
the next Congress convenes in | 
January. 
Scott said federal action was | 
needed to crack down on out- | 
breaks of terrorism, such as 
the recent bombings of a Clin- | 
ton (Tenn.) school and syna-| 
gogues at Atlanta, Ga., and | 
Peoria, Ill. 
In the last two years, Scott | 
said, there have been 67, such | 
bombings or attempted bomb- | 
ings. Except for the Atlanta 
case, he said, only one or two 
suspects had been apprehended 
by local authorities. 

Scott emphasized his pro- 
posal would not strip local | 
authorities of their responsi- 
bility, but would give the F.B.I. 
concurrent jurisdiction to en- 
force the law such as it now 
has in bank robberies, kidnap- 
pings, and certain other crimes. 

Scott identified the Republi-

He did not mention the fact 
that all these programs were 
started by the Army before a 
assignment of long-range mi 
sile research to the Air Force, 
or space programs to the new 
Advanced Research Projects 
Agency and the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Agency. 

Army Questions Remarks. 

The Army questions the jus- 
tification for his statement. Its 
space programs are now under 
the control of the ARPA or 
NASA and its work in these 
fields is being done as a con- 
tractor for them and does not 
use Army funds. 

As for long-range missiles, 
the Army points out that it is 
merely completing the develop- 
ment of the Jupiter interme- 
diate range missile, which it 
had started before the Air 
Force started a similar missile, 
the Thor.

In your Oct. 20 edition Con- 
gréessman Curtis has again re- 
peated an erroneous conclusion 
concerning the education facili- 
ties to be afforded the low-rent 
housing children at Jefferson 
Barracks. 


In his recent letter to “Dear 
Al” Cole, Administrator of the 
Housing and Home Finance Agen- 
cy, Mr. Curtis assumed the school 
population “will increase about 
400 to 450.” It is on this fal- 
lacious premise that he continues 
to pursue the matter. Contrary 
facts present no problem to his 
specious reasoning. 

Is Congressman Curtis aware 
that these same school facilities 
educated the children of 956 fami- 
lies who lived in the old fire- 
traps? 

He must know that the new 
roject will house only 288 fami- 
ies, of which 61 will be over 60 

years of age and obviously not 
contributing many, if any, chil- 
dren to the public school.

Jones vs. McNary 


State tative A. Clifford Jones, Clay- 
ton Republican, and County Councilman 
James H. J. McNary, Pine Lawn Democrat, 
are contesting for St. Louis county's highest 
office, the Supervisor’s post that Republican 
Luman F. Matthews has decided to give up. 

Indications are that the race may be close, 
and that it could be decided by the votes of 
those who are politically independent. What 
choice should the independents make? In our 
judgment, Representative Jones is by far the 
better candidate. A man of ideas and politi- 
cal courage, he is equipped to give the county 
the high level leadership that it needs and 
deserves, 

Mr. Jones, an attorney, has represented the 
county's fifth Representative district in the 
Missouri House since 1950, the last two years 
as Republican floor leader. His record was 
outstanding, Mr. McNary, an insurance man, 
has served as Councilman from his north 
county district since adoption of the County 
Charter in 1950. His record, especially his 
opposition to reform of the unwieldy county 
government and to fluoridation, does not 
recommend him for promotion.

Mr. Jones over the years has had to deal 
more with statewide problems than local 
problems. Even so he seems to possess a 
greater understanding of the county’s needs 
and what to do about them than his opponent. 
His proposals. are precise and detailed. Mr. 
McNary’s platform is largely negative and in 
places characterized by a vagueness that 
could be calculated. 

Mr. Jones stands for substantial change in 
the structure of a county government that has 
proved itself to be slow-moving and ineffi- 
cient; Mr. McNary sees no immediate or press- 
ing need and calls for “study.” Mr. Jones 
supports abolition of at least four of the 
county’s elective patronage offices; Mr. Mc- 
Nary would retain them. 

Mr. McNary characteristically favors an in- 
crease in the number of politically-elected 
constables; Mr. Jones would limit the number. 
Mr. McNary suggests a search for new sources 
of revenue to finance county government; Mr. 
Jones says new revenue would not be needed 
for several years if the county were properly 
organized, which he recommends attempting. 

* . . 


As to the important need to establish 
a proper working relationship between the 
county. government and its 97 municipali- 
ties, Mr. Jones served as secretary of the 
Singer committee that presented a plan to 
achieve these ends. “If elected,” he says, “I 
will take the committee’s proposals one by 
one and get going.” Mr. McNary is inter- 
ested in the proposals but wants more “study” 
to see if the committee has urged the best 
course of action. 

These general attitudes on government 
were forecast several weeks ago by the diver- 
gent approach of the candidates to the fluori- 
dation issue. Where Mr. McNary evaded the 
issue as long as he could, Mr. Jones came to 
grips with it before he had to. Where Mr. 
McNary ignored the advice and recommenda- 
tions of the professionals in this field, Mr. 
Jones accepted them. Mr. Jones came out 
unequivocally for fluoridation; Mr, McNary 
used his vote in the Council to block it. 

In sum, it seems to us, Mr. Jones under- 
stands what needs doing in the county and 
has a precise plan for tackling the problems. 
Mr. McNary is not sure whether any changes 
ought to be made, and counsels delay. Voters 
who want to stand still can do so with Mr. 
McNary. Those who want to see efforts made 
to transform the county government into an 
effective device for public service have a 
first-class alternative in Clifford Jones. 


Weak Case Against a Test Bar 


Dr. Willard F. Libby of the Atomic Energy 
Commission apparently has exhausted all the 
arguments of any substance against nuclear 
tests suspension. At any event, he is now in 
hot pursuit of any old stick to beat a dog. 
Explosions of nucleat weapons could not be 
detected if they were very small and fired 
in caves, or if they were attached to rockets 
and fired in interplanetary space, he said in 
a TV discussion. 


So what? Explosions in interplanetary 
space are not likely to become a very wide- 
spread or popular method of testing nuclear 
weapons, nor would they yield many of the 
facts that testing is done to determine. As 
for small bombs in caves, President Kisen- 
hower dealt with that in his press conference 
last week when he said, “I really believe that 
they feel there is little danger in the kind of 
thing which you are talking about.” If Mr. 
Libby ean think of no remaining arguments 
against it that are better than these, the case 
for nuclear tests suspension must be even 
stronger than we believed. 


County School Plan Rejected 


The timid school-district consolidation pro- 
posed by the County Board of Education has 
been rejected by the State Board, and prop- 
erly so. While the County Board’s proposal 
would have provided minimum benefits in the 
eight districts that would have been merged 
into four, it completely ignored the needs of 
the Kinloch and Maryland Heights districts; 
both are among the most needy in the county. 

Kinloch, with an assessed valuation of $2354 
per pupil in average daily attendance, is the 
county's poorest; even on a tax rate of $2.77 
it ean afford to spend only $211 per pupil. 
It has an “approved”.rating from the state, 
the lowest. Maryland Heights, with an as- 
sessed valuation of $7723 per pupil and a 
$3.18 tax levy, can spend only $280 per pupil 
per year. It has an ‘‘A” rating, second lowest, 

By contrast, in the county as a whole the 
average valuation per pupil in each district 
runs to $12,457; the average tax levy is $2.83, 
and the average expenditure per pupil is $382. 
In Clayton, with an assessed valuation of $39,- 
508, highest in the county, the school board 
can spend $837 per pupil on a $1.94 tax rate. 

In general, the Board has ignored the Kin- 
loch problem (and to a lesser extent the Mary- 
land Heights problem) because of an asserted 
inability to develop a plan that would benefit 
Kinloch and any other district with which it 
would be merged. In effect the Board is say- 
ing that a district with a very low tax base 


and consequent low standard of education’ 


must continue to get along with inadequate 
schools because nobody else wants that tax 
base. It is the Board’s job to solve, not merely 
to state, the problems of Kinloch and Mary- 
land Heights. It is good that the State Board 
has given the county agency & second chance 
to do so. ° 

The state’s action also ty the County 
Board a chance to re e the Jefferson

California Republicans are reported to be 
pleased with President Eisenhower's “give- 
em-bell” speeches in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco—speeches which experienced news- 
men call the most frankly partisan of his ca- 
reer. The President did, indeed, give a re- 
markable demonstration of political oratory 
for him. The reporters noted that, for a won- 
der, even he seemed to enjoy it. 

The trouble is that almost everybody knows 
the President did not mean what he was say- 


ing. He is not by nature an intense partisan; 


his broad popularity stems very largely from 
that characteristic. When his words and atti- 
tudes during the last two weeks of a cam- 
paign differ so drastically from those which 
he exhibits during the other 50 weeks of the 
year, it is hard to take them seriously. 

If his West Coast political oratory was ad- 
mired, therefore, it was as a performance: 
The circumstances called for a “give-’em-hell” 
political speech, the new White House writer 
wrote such a speech, and Mr. Eisenhower like 
a good trouper delivered it. This sort of 
activity would have come naturally to some- 
body like Harry Truman, but in the case of 
a President whose whole career has been 
based on detachment from the ordinary levels 
of political strife, it was a purely histrionic 
achievement. 


Does Mr. Eisenhower really believe that the 
Democrats are a wild-eyed pack of “politi- 
cal radicals” who offer only corruption, divi- 
sion, left-wing extremism and bankruptcy? 
We doubt it very much. As a matter of fact, 
he has got along with Democrats very well. 

Congressional Quarterly, the nonpartisan 
research agency, recently reported, for ¢x- 
ample, that the 1958 session of Congress— 
both houses controlled by Democrats—sup- 
ported the President on 112 out of 148 roll 
call votes, or 76 per cent of the time. The 


level of Republican support for the President ° 


during the two sessions of the 85th Congress 
was “substantially lower” than for the 84th 
Congress, says Congressional Quarterly, while 
that of the Democrats was slightly higher. 
Over the past six years, says the report, “it 
is apparent that the President’s position has 
improved slightly among Democrats but has 
deteriorated among Republicans.” 


We just do not see how Democrats who 
agree with President Eisenhower so much of 
the time can become, as a group, the cloven- 
hoofed evangels of radicalism which he 
painted them in California. And we'd bet a 
pretty that Mr. Eisenhower doesn’t think they 
can, either. 


A Good Place to Start 


The Macon County, Ala., voters registra- 
tion board has gone far to incriminate itself 
in the public’s eyes by refusing to show its 
records to the new Federal Civil Rights Com- 
mission. If it has nothing to hide, why is it 
so determined to hide the record of its 
performance? 

Plainly the board has plenty to hide, and 
the Civil Rights Commission has chosen a fer- 
tile spot for its first major effort since its 
creation by the last Congress. .Macon county 
embraces the town of Tuskegee and the fa- 
mous Negro college of the same name. Evi- 
dently voting is run with a very high hand, for 
fhough there are six times as many Negroes 
as Whites there aré only half as many on the 
registration lists, and the county has gone 
as long as 18 months at times without any 
functioning registration board. Little wonder 
Negro citizens have complained. 

We hope the Civil Rights Commission will 
bring the full force of its authority to bear 
upon this undemocratic and shameful state 
of affairs. By doing so it can show from 
the start that it means business. It can thus 
win respect for itself, strengthening its hand 
for the long job ahead, and at the same time 
serve warning to others elsewhere who would 
violate American citizens’ voting rights. 


Our Pavilion’s Second Life 


It is good to hear that the United States 
pavilion at the Brussels world’s fair is to be 
taken over for permanent use by Belgium. 
There has thus been averted the destruction 
of something beautiful and useful, including 
a fine 12,000-seat theater. Yet for a while it 
was touch-and-go whether Belgium would ac- 
cept the offer: Russia was trying to sell its 
own pavilion to Brussels, a precedent was 
involved, and sizable quantities of money 
might have to be spent to convert the Ameri- 
can pavilion to permanent use. 

The narrowness with which our handsome 
building has escaped oblivion carries a hint 
for future world’s fairs. Host and exhibitor 
might well get together to settle upon a build- 


‘ ing which can be of continuing service after 


the fair is over. The waste would have been 
as sad economically as aesthetically if that 
$6,000,000 building had had to be torn down 
at a cost of another $100,000. We are happy 
it stands instead as a reminder of a brilliant 
occasion, 


W here Light Is Needed 


The Air Force apparently is going to reveal 
details on the management of its interconti- 
nental ballistic missile program or present a 
good reason for not doing so. The General 
Accounting Office, which well merits its high- 
ly descriptive name as the “watchdog of Con- 
gress,” has been interested in the ICBM pro- 
gram since last April. But the Air Force has 
not seen fit to co-operate with GAO. Now 
Chairman John E. Moss of the House Govern- 
ment Information Subcommittee has set Nov. 
12 and 13 as the dates for the Air Force to 
offer explanations to Congress. - 

A few days ago, Secretary of the Air Force 
James H. Douglas said that “public interest 
would best be served by not releasing” to 
GAO the Air Force findings on its ICBM pro- 
gram. That is most difficult to understand. 
Chairman Moss and his committee members 


should dig straight to the bottom of this mat- 


ter. If there has been any waste and ineffi- 
ciency in this expensive and vital: program, it 


should be brought into the light of day. The |

Charter Amendment: Merit System Plan 


Proposition 8 Would Alter Civil Service Commission, Permit More Political Activity

Changes in the city’s merit sys- 
tem are contained in a Charter 
amendment which will appear on 
the Nov. 4 ballot as Proposition 8. 


Under provisions of the amend- 
ment, the three Civil Service Com- 
missioners would serve four-year 
terms, all coinciding with the term 
of the Mayor. This is in contrast to 
the pres@ént four-year terms, which 
aré staggered.

It further provides 
that the lawyer member shall pre- 
side at all hearings of appeals which 
the Commission conducts. 


St. Louis citizens rightfully expect 
the Civil Service Commission to pro- 

de a fair hearing to every group 
interested fn the maintenance of a 
modern, comprehensive system of 
personnel administration. Whether 
the direct representation of particu- 
lar interest groups on the Commis- 
sion is necessary or desirable to 
achieve fair consideration of differ- 
ences of opinion is a question which 
the voter should carefully consider. 

Proponents of the application of 
merit standards to city employment 
may question the proposed substi- 


tution of seniority rights for pér- 


fofmance ratings in certain situa- 
tions. New language would provide 
for the exercise by employes of sen- 
iority rights, based on length of serv- 
ice within job classifications, in mat- 
ters of layoff, re-employment, and 
non-disciplinary demotion. Under 
resent language which would be de- 
eted, these matters are governed 
primarily by performance ratings. 


Compensation for Overtime 


The proposed amendment specifies 
that the ordinance setting forth the 
compensation ratés for employes 
shall provide premium rates of, bay 
or premium compensatory time 
for overtime work, and premium 
longevity rates of pay for employes 
having unusual length of service. At 
present, city employes are compen- 
sated for overtime work at their 
neemal per rate or by compensatory 
time on an hour-for-hour basis. 

Granting of premium overtime pay 
to employes in labor and trades clas- 
sifications is common, although by 
no means universal, among cities 
comparable in size to St. Louis. How- 
ever, premium rates are much less 
eommon for overtime work of em- 
ployeés in administrative and clerical 
classifications.

2. Requires passage of an ordi- 
nance providing benefits for injuries 
or death suffered in the course of 
employment which are at least equal 
to minimum benefits under the Mis- 
souri Workmen’s Compensation Act. 
Such minimum benefits are now pro- 
vided by ordinance only for hourly- 
paid employes injured on the job, 
who are not eligible for sick leave. 

3. Specifies that city pay rates 
recommended by the Director of 
Personnel shall be in “due relation” 
to rates for similar jobs in other 
cities of peceparacts size, in addition 
to rate standards already required. 

4. Requires adoption of ordinances 
for such health and welfare plans 
for employes “as may be deemed de- 
sirable and practical.”

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EFFECT OF CLIMATE 
ON PLANTS STRESSED 


F. W. Went Says Research 


Into This Factor Has 
Been Neglected. 


The effects of climate on 
plant growth have been studied 
less than any other major fac- 
tor concerned, F. W. Went, 
professor of botany at Wash- 
ington University, said yester- 
day in this year’s first lecture 
in the Frontiers of Science 
series. 

He spoke.in Rebstock Hall at 
Washington University on the 
topic, “The Effect of Environ- 
ment on the Growth of Plants.” 

Factors that have been the 
subject of greater research 
than climate are heredity, soil, 
pests, diseases, nutrition and 
water supply, he said. 

In giving an example of the 
effects. of temperature, the 
speaker reported on a study 
of tomatoes. Night-time tem- 
perature is most important, he 
said, and the best is 15 to 20 
degrees centigrade (60-68 Fah- 
renheit). Daytime tempera- 
tures are relatively unimpor- 
tant. 

Tomatoes also must have an 
alternation of light and dark- 


ness, with darkness six to eight 


hours in each 24, to make them 
grow normally. Other time 
cycles make the tomatoes ab- 
normal, he said.

Dr. Young, who is clinical 
professor of radiology at Tem- 
ple University, said the pres- 
ence of significant inflamma- 
tory disease in the abdomen 
often produces certain symp- 
toms in the nearby bowel. In 
such cases, he said, film study 
will detect the disease. 

The abnormal manifestations 
visible by X-ray may suggest 
the site of disease, he said, and 
at times may aid the physician 
in visualizing a mass or an 
enlarged organ of the body, 
such as a distended gall blad- 
der. 

Dr. Young discussed various 
signs that may indicate pres- 
ence of specific ailments even 
though the ailing organs them- 
selves are not opaque to X-ray 
/ and do not show up in the film.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22 (AP). 
PEOPLE, ESPECIALLY FEMALE PEOPLE, pass 
through fascinating attitudes toward the telephone. 


To an infant learning to use her fingers, the telephone 

ts an object of curiosity, especially the holes in the dial 

ring. To the baby learn- 

ing to walk and reach up, 

the phone is an enticing 

target to be pulled down 

| with a crash. To a 

healthy girl of 10 or 11, 

the phone is a fine in- 
strument of torture, 

At this age, they call 
people with the oddest 
names in the directory to 
tease them. Or they call 
their schoo; teacher, wait 
until she says hello sev- 
eral times before they 
giggle and hang up. Or 
they call a complete 
stranger and ask for 
Sam. The party at the 
other end says there’s no 
Sam there and hangs up. 
They call again —for 
Sam, at the same num- 
ber. They do this five or 
six times. 

Finally after an hour, they call the same number and 


“Hello, this is Sam. Were there any messages for me?” 


But it is in the teens that a girl develops a 
passion for the phone from which she never re- 
covers. To the teenager—as every rattled father 
knows—the phone is a way of life, a religion, an 
ever-widening avenue for her love, hatred, aggres- 
sion and persecution, for her hopes, fears, dreams, 
plots and counterplots. 


At this age, using the phone involves three basic 
ground rules. You never talk 10 minutes when you can 
talk 45. You must talk with your head down, knees or legs 
up and the blood rushing to your head. And, regardless of 
text, you must always, but always, talk in absolute, fool- 
proof, spy-proof, younger-sister-proof secrecy. 


Thus, when phoning a girl friend you saw only 20 min- 
utes ago, you must drag the phone into the closet or bath- 
room and bolt the door.

Who Gets Tattooed? 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: I've often wondered what 


manner of person allows himself to be tattooed. Sincerely, 
Mr. E.N. 


ANSWER: Many people immediately associate the 
tattoo with the sailor. They picture him as having under- 
gone the operation for decorative adornment while “high” 
in spirits. In some cases, I suppose, that’s true. But our 
Navy men alone are not the sole customers of the tattoo 
experts.

Here's what 
they found: The tattooed person is less likely to be mar- 
ried (55% to 70%); more likely to be divorced (28.6% to 
13.3%); more likely to come from divorced or separated 
parents (33.3% to 11%); more guilty of truancy at school 
(28.6% to 8.5%); jailed more frequently (65.5% to 35.6%) 
and more often as a result of being drunk (58.1% to 30.8%).

He has no more high cards 
than he had before and so his 
partner’s spade rebid, while 
admittedly encouraging, should 
not set him to ace-showing.

Proper Care 


YOU MAY NOT BE ABLE 
to kill someone with kindness 
but you can sure ruin linoleum 
floors with too much of the 
wrong kind of cleaning and 
this happens all the time. In 
fact, our guess is that more lin- 
oleum floors are ruined by im- 
proper cleaning than ever wear 
out. 
The two worst things you can 
do to a linoleum floor are to 
flood it with water or use harsh 
abrasive cleaners or caustic 
soaps. When you flood a lin- 
oleum floor some of the water 
is almost sure to get down 
through the seams and soften 
up the linoleum cement that 
holds it to the subfloor. Once 
an edge of the lindleum has 
become loose, it’s not long be- 
fore it starts getting scuffed 
up and torn. If enough water 
gets under the linoleum it can 
start to rot the material. So 
when you want to clean a lin- 
oleum floor, use a mop or cloth 
that has been dampened in 
water but don’t use any more

Wonderful Show 
By Fred Astaire 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22. 
, AN EVENING with the ageless and wonderful Fred 
Astaire was just about the best television show I ever saw. 
It was one of those memorable experiences like the Mary 
Martin-Ethel Merman duet of years ago, that people will 


talk about for years, and

Tid. a songs that he has been 
associated with and, as 
he himself said, it’s been 
his “great good fortune” 
to launch some of the 
best. But the reason, I'll 
bet, he has been given the 
best songs by the best of 
composers — Irving Ber- 
lin, Cole Porter, Jerome - 
Kern, George Gershwin, 
among othérs—is that he 
was and is almost the 
perfect performer — a 
glowing personality,

matchless talent as a dancer (has there ever been a better 
one?) and a tireless perfectionist to boot. Mostly, if you 
get any two of those qualities, you're lucky. (If you get 
personality and talent, you get. a lazy or dissolute one; 
the hard-working ones are usually missing in the talent 
er personality departments.) 


Astaire worked on this show for six months 
and from the opening shot (a tight closeup of his 
tapping foot) to the end where he was ad-libbing 
dance steps in front of his group, the hard work 
showed in effortless poise and ease. Astaire slid 
from number to number—he was involved in 
almost all of them the whole hour through—with- 
out ruffling a feather or missing a beat. Rhythms 
succeeded rhythms and moods succeeded moods, 
each one prepared for by the predecessor and 
laying the groundwork for the next one. 


The first dance, in which he astivated a group of 
dancers in various groupings, was impish, elfin, very light 
in mood. Then he danced a romantic duet with his new 
partner, Bonnie Chase, who is strongly suggestive of Bri- 
gitte Bardut (as if one of them isn’t almost more than 
I can bear). Next came a solo with suggestions from 
some of his great movie solos employing imaginary props 


such as drums, torpedoes, drumsticks, pianos—with great 
sound effects. 


There were two big numbers. One, with Dave Rose 
music, found Astaire dancing with a whole slew of sultry 
dames in a street scene—the whole thing sounding and 
looking very Beat Generation. The second, “St. James 
Infirmary,” with Jonah Jones and his orchestra had 
Astaire and Miss Chase in a sexy blues and rhythm 
dance that reeked of the ‘20s. Incidentally, the show was 
in color and these two numbers, the first in subdued 
blues slashed with orange light, the second in flaming 
pinks and yellows, looked like modern French paintings. 
Color TV adds enormously to this sort of show. 


Then Astaire simply sang some of his great songs 
from his movies (only two from his stage career, “Lady 
Be Good” and “Night and Day”)—‘‘Cheek to Cheek,” “A 
Fine Romance,” “They Can't Take That Away From 
Me,” “Nice Work If You Can Get It,” “A Foggy Day in 
London Town,” “I Won’t Dance,” “Something’s Got to 
Give,” and “White Tie, Top Hat and Tails.” 


“The time has gone so fast I don’t know 
where it’s gone,” said Astaire, closing it all off. 
suppose 


that’s why the rest of us had such a. good time, 
too. ve 


I wish I could be as enthusiastic about the earlier- 
in-the-week big show of Astaire’s old sidekick, Ginger 
Rogers, at whom he sang many of those great old songs, 
but I can’t. This was an intermittent affair which started 
out very bodly. There are early numbers in a country 
fair which seemed awfully self-conscious, stagey and just 
downright bad in which a great deal of energy was mis- 
spent. Then the Ritz brothers did a number full of dirty 

kes which weren't funny. (If you're going to be dirty, 
you ought at least to have the saving grace to be funny.) 


There were some high spots. The wonderfully ver- 
satile Miss Rogers did a number with Ray Bolger lam- 
pooning al] the no-talent guests on television. Bolger and 
a chorus did a marvelous dance to “Let a Smile Be Your 
Umbrella.” The show finished with splendid verve as 
Miss Rogers and a partner danced “The Continental” and 
“Night and Day” and that was just plain wonderful. Just 
there, it was touched with the magic that illuminated all 
of the Astaire show.

, NEW YORK, Oct. 22, 


be BECAUSE EDUCATION and systems of édiication ‘ate 
forever on people’s minds I am going to break imto my reg- 
ular schedule and tell you about a school I visited in Mos- 
cow—a school that would be about comparable to our ele- 
mentary and junior high school. 
This particular school is located in the new section of 
‘Moscow not far from the university. There were approx- 
imately 1200 pupils in the school, which was made up of 32 
elasses. Nearby was a similar school, so that each served 
dts immediate neighborhood, except fér those students tak- 
ing particular courses or subject. 
The school I visited teaches English as a second lan- 
guage; the other school teaches German. So, whichever 
° language the pupil chooses he knows where to go and when 
he graduates he will have a knowledge of either English or 
‘German. 
The classes from the first through the seventh grades 
have about 40 pupils; in the eighth, ninth and tenth grades 
there are only 35 in each class. 


At no point do the academic subjects seem to 
me to take up too many hours, nor does the time 
expected to be spent on homework seem exces- 
sive. There certainly seems to be time for outdoor 
play and between each class period there is a 10- 
minute recess. 


The pupils seemed well-behaved in all the classes our 
_group visited. When we entered a room all stood up and 
““gaid “Good morning,” and would not sit down until ordered 
“to do so by the teacher. The students are called on to clean 
the blackboards and recite just as strictly. 


. Educational methods are largely patterned 

. after French and German ways, certainly not after 

“ American ways. But then we must never forget 
that our objectives are different. One society ex- 
pects people to learn to make their own decisions 
and the other expects them to learn to obey—and 
the training begins in infancy. 


There is no parent-teacher organization such as we 
“have, but each school elects a mother in every class, s0 
they have a committee of 32, which sometimes is increased 
‘to 50. This group in turn chooses a small group of six or 
“10, and these mothers keep in close contact with the school-
